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The State Demographer’s Office is a unit of the Office of Economic Opportunity (OEQO) under the

Arizona Commerce Authority (ACA).

Main Responsibilities:

Produce and publish population estimates annually.

Produce and publish population projection 3 times a decade for the state and counties and 3
times a decade for sub-county areas; update these projections in the intervening years.
Collaborate with the U.S. Census Bureau on decennial censuses, population estimates, and
population projections.

Manage the State Data Center program and promote the productive use of Census Bureau

data.
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The only 2020 Census results that have been released are the state total populations. Any
population estimates and projections below the state level that are cited in this presentation are not
based on the 2020 Census. Similarly, any demographic characteristics, such as race and ethnicity,
at all geographic levels, are not based on the 2020 Census. Therefore, the information presented
here will prove to be different, sometimes substantially, from the 2020 Census results that will be
released on August 16, 2021. Both Census Bureau estimates and OEQO estimates are cited in this

presentation, but all projections cited here are made by OEO and not by the Census Bureau.
